CHICAGO. — Although powerful
interests, mainly eastern, are still
adamant in their opposition to the
projects, mid-western organizations
are preparing to jam approval of
the Great Lakes-Ocean and Great
Lakes - Gulf
Congress.

The two projects would link up
the Great Lakes, the St.- Lawrence,
North Atlantic ports and Europc,
with the Mississippi river system
of 15,000 miles, with New Orleans
and other gulf ports, with South
America and the Orient.

Its proponents say it would lower
the cost of moving foodstuffs, lum-
ber, coal and manufactured prod
ucts.

Western farmers would load
their wheat at Duluth in the same
vessel that would unload it in
London or Bombay; St. Louls, Pa-

Detroit Has World Trade

Detroit affords a striking il-
lustration of the opportuhities of-
fered by the projects. The lovely
city, a decade ago still redolent of
the atmosphere of early French
pioneer days, today has reached
an almost *incredible expansion.
While automobiles shoot from fac-
tories by the minute, the trade of
the world lies at her doors. On the
waters of this inland port float for-
eign bottoms, ocean-going steam-
ers, salt-rimmed, from far coun-
tries.

nels.  The power generated at D
agara and by the varfous cities
along the Canadian coast is pro-
duced by water that returns at
once- to its natural course.

Under ‘the treaty with Canada,
which permitted the construction
of the drainage canal, it was agreed
that use of lake waters for sani-
tation should come first, second
navigation, and third power. Lakes
shipping interests feel that the or-
der should be reversed.

Chicago has offered to pay a
million dollars for the construction
of such compensatory locks, re-
tarders, to hold the water in the
lakes, in order that she may re-
tain the privilege of diverting the
10,000 feet of lakes water a second
she is . now using. In asking Con-
gress for this amount she presents
not only her drainage program, but
the Gulf waterways project. The
project proposes to connect the
Great Lakes with the Gulf of Mex-
ico by joining the canal through
the Des Plaines river, which is
eight miles from Lake Michigan
and a tributary of the Illinois
river, and thence to a nine-foot
channel in the Mississippi.

They do not believe that
in the short months he has beem
employed as the assistant electri-
cian  he could have gained the
knowledge of his work which he
possesses. He is rated as a good
ele an and apparently is deeply
xd in the work.

Prison Record Spotless

One day is very much like an-
other with the millionaire assistant
prison eclectrician. Beyond the re-
strictions which the prison throws
about him, Bigelow might easily
imagine himself employed by any
first-class electrieal shop in St
Paul.

Many persons come to see him,
and his mail is, perhaps, the heavi-
est at the prison. Twice eaech
week he receives visits from heads
of various departments of his vast
enterprise, and with these he
crowds hours into the time allotted
in which to talk over and give
directions " for the conduct of his
business affairs. His hours when
not employed are devoted mostly
to a ing his huge correspon-
de relative to his business af-
fairs,

So far his record in the prison
has been spotless. He has violated
no rule. He is accepting his pun-
ishment in a philosophical way and
makes no complaint. In the eyes
of prison officials he is the type ef
ideal prisoner.

The human side of the prison
also holds deep and fascinating in-
terest for the St. Paul manufac-
turer. TFor years the responsible
head of a large body of men in his
employ, he has studied conditions
at the prison and used his po-
sition as an employer of labor to
help his fellow prisoners. =

And this coming Christmas there
will be no empty stockings in the
prison. Bigelow will see to that.
